It was 
found that the man was deaf, ami 
able to talk by mouth, but not with 
fingers or sign gestures. v Mr Pat 
terson tried his persuasion on him 
and get him to take some drink and 
food, but it was futile. 'The real 
reason he won't eat and drink is be- 
cause ho does not like the Infirmary 
and wants tog, -t out 'The authori- 
ties will try and have him returned 
to the State Hospital, and unless 
they do that, it is likely the man 
will die of starvation.
